With the advance we are 
making with our natura] resources, 
with the great future we have in this 
country, let us not be pessimistic, let 
us be optimistic. Let us carry on 
the good work, and in the interests 
of the railways and the country as a 
whole do not let us be too hard on our 
railway systems.

Premier Meighen Addresses Gath- 
ering at Get-Together Banquet 
at Kingston

FARMERS’ POSITION 


Declares That Taxes on Imple- 
ments Today About Same as 
Twenty Years Ago 


KINGSTON, Ont., Sept. 9.—At a 
get-together banquet here this even- 
ing by W. R. Givens, managing di- 
rector of the Standard, the chief 
guests were Premier Meighen and Sir 
Henry Drayton, and at the Frontenac 
club over one hundred guests of all 
shades of policital opinion gathered 


to listen to the addresses of the dis- 
tinguished visitors. Premier Meighen 
devoted most of his time to discussing 


taxation from all its angles, speaking ' 


of the methods that had been eaoR 
the 


what had been done by Great Britain 
and ‘other countries. Dealing with 
the income taxaticn, he pointed out 
that while many believed that not 
enough had been done in that way, 


j there were many things to consider 


by those who would go farther. He 
dwelt on the position of Canada being 


so close to the United States which, | 


with its commanding position, could 
offer better inducement to the in- 
No investor would be attract- 
ed to a country where there was dang- 
er of being heavily taxed, when an- 
other country close by could offer 
beter inducements. It behooved Can- 
ada to be careful in dealing with in- 
come tax Increases 
Position of Farmers. 

Speaking of the position of the far- 
mers of Canada, he pointed out that 
the taxes on implements today were 
about the same as had been in force 
twenty years ago. There has always 
been a tendency for all taxes to de- 
for the rea- 
son that people began to !mport lines 
of goods which were free or which 
carried lower rates of duty, The 
situation as it affected the farmers 
was so good as it had been under past 
governments. 

Speaking of the policy of govern- 
ment regarding changes in taxation, 
he said that it was the intention of 
the cabinet to get from the people 
the best means of making changes, 
if changes were necessary, and for 
this purpose a commission was to 
visit the country and seek the advice 
of the people, He urged that all 
neas men give thd best advice p 
to that commission to the end that 
whatever conclusion were reached 
they would be for the best interests 
of Canada. It was easy to talk about 
the high cost of living and of the 
steps which would be taken to re- 
duce it, said the premier, but can 
anyone say that reduction of the 


it? What were necessaries of life- 
could one tax one thing and not an- 
other? 

Cannot Take Tax Off Necessities, 

Those who weighed that and who 
advocated the reduction of duties on 
some things and not on others would 
find that if the duties were taken off 
some things they would have to be 
taken off all. No one thing could 
stand alone, If the necessaries of 
life were untaxed what was left to 
previde the necessary revenue, From 
the standpoint of the commercial in- 
tegrity of the country, it cannot be 
done, said Mr, Meighen. 

Speaking of the reduction of rural 
population in Canada, the premier 
claimed that the figures showed that 
even while there had been a slight 
decrease, the situation was not near- 
ly so grave as in other countries and 
that there was no need for alarm, 

One of the best reasons why the 
conditions of the farmer was better 
today than formerly, was the in- 
crease in the value of farm property. 
He pointed out that the system of tax- 
ation in force could not be unfair to 
the farmer when increases had been 
as great as an average of forty-five 
per cent. from 1910 tn 1919 through- 
out the Dominion. In Ontario there 
had been an increase of forty per 
cent, {n the value of land actually 
farmed. This advance would not 
come if the taxation was unfair, 

No Ioad Too Great to Carry. 

The premier was given an ovation 
when he resumed his seat and it was 
some minutes before Sir Tlenry Dray- 
ton, who followed him, could be heard. 
The latter spoke for only a few min- 
utes, He eaid the cost of preserving 
the liberty of Canada today was two 
hundred and sixty million dollars an- 
nually, When this was compared 
with a total revenue in 1914 of one 
hundred and sixty-three millions, jt 
was hard to understand the talk of 
reducing taxation. But, if taxation 
were appreached 11) a sane and sound 
manner, he had no doubt of the suc- 
cess of the country, 

“No load is toc great for us to 
carry,” said the finence minister, “in 
furthering the interests of thig Can- 
ada of ours, and putting her in the 
frent ranks where she se justly be 
longs.”

Governor Cox Undertakes to Pre- 
sent Irish Question to The 
League of Nations

BUTTKHK Montana, Sept. 9.—A definite 

ledge to “present the Irish canse” to the 
zeague of Nations in event of his election 
was made here tonight by Governor Cox, 
of Ohio, in closing his Mcmtana campaign. 

“It would be my duty,” said the gover- 
nor, “and very quickly availed of as a 
friend of peace, asserting the friendly right 
of any mmber of the League to present 
the Irish cause to the atteniion of the 
League under the authority given by Ar- 
ticle 11, and give to Ireland, or any ather 
aggrieved peoples, the opportnnity to 

lead thelr cause before the bar of civi- 
izd opinion.” 

The trish qnestion, Governor Cox said, 
needs settlement to promote peace between 
the English-speaking races. Reading Ar- 
ticle 11 «f the League covenant, providing 
for consideration by the League council or 
assembly of any tintermational whatever, 
“which threaten to disturh either the peace 
or the good understanding between na- 
tions,” the governor said that under exist- 
ing conditions the Irish questian could not 
be presented to “the bar of public opinion.” 

“Under the League it cam " he continued. 
“We have four times as many people of 
Gaelle blood in the United Stutes as there 
are in Ireland, and their natural tendencies 
(not only figure in our domestic rejatians, 
hut also etand like granite between the 
stretching hands of England and America. 
So long, therefore, as the Irish question 
remaina unsettled, there will be some con- 
flict im America with the idea of world- 
jwide co-operation between the English- 
j speaking nations.”

Railway Commissioners Decide That Applicant Railway 


Should Be Allowed to Put in Force The Same Increases 
as Are Authorized By The Recent Judgment For All 
Railways Coming Within The Jurisdiction of The 


Board

OTTAWA, Sept. 9. — (Canadian 
Press.)—In view of the general in- 
crease in railway freight rates, the 
railway commission, in a judgment 
handed down today, declines to take 
any special action in regard to the 
application of the Edmonton, Dunve- 
gan and British Columbia railway 
company, and the Centra! Canada 
railway company for a general increase 
in both freight and passenger rates. 
The board has decided that the ap- 
plicant railway should be allowed 
to put in force the same increases 
as are authorized by the recent pudg- 
ment for all railways coming within 
the juridiction of the board. 

An interesting feature of the judg- 
ment is an expression of opinion by 
the railway board ag to the condi- 
tions under which increased rates 
should be authorized. 

“The burden of increased rates,” 
says the judgment, “Is one which 
should be imposed only when there 
is a thoroughly established justifica- 
tion therefor. At the same time, in 
the recent application as well as the 
application launched by the rallways 


for a general increase in rates, know- | 


ledge, namely, that in the period

| (2) Those who were incapacitated by 
| wounds or ilmess contracted on active ser- 
vice. 

(3) Those who were killed in action or 
died from the result of wounds or illness 
contracted during their service, In this 
case application should be made, or om 
behalf of, the mearcst relative. 

Fach claim must be accompanied by a 
full statement of the reason which pre- 
vented its submission before September 1, 
1919.

Smugglers Disregarded Police 
Orders to Stop, and They 


Were Fired on 


Windsor, Ont., Sept. 9—At least one 
rum-runner was wounded in a gun- 
fight which took place on the Detroit 
river opposite Sandwich West when 
Heense inspectors endeavored to stop a 
boat in which three rum-runners were 
carrying a supply of liquor to th Unit- 
ed States side. 

The license officers discovered the 
rum-runners juet ae the boat pulled 
out Ino the river. Orders to stop were 
dieregarded ‘by the smugglers and 


for a radius of many hundreds of 
miles.

|Fat Cattle Only. | 

The editor of one of the leading| 
Pritish agricultural paners has! 
taken the opportunity afforded by | 


jhis presenee with the Imperial 
press delegation to diseuss with 
Canadian audiences the restrie- 


tions imposed upon cattle entering 
the old country. His presentation 
of the ease, if it does not abolish 
|the restrictions at least makes 
plainer than they have heretofore 
| been to many Canadians what are | 
|the nature of the restrictions and 
why they are imposed. 

One point he makes is that eattle 
from Canada have not heen 
singled out . for discrimina‘ory 
treatment. They are only ba+red| 
when similar cattle from any other 


by | ment, 
showing is somewhat better than a; good but sufficient to ‘ward off death. | 


That explodes the notion tnat 
while Canadian cattle were exclud- 
ed, cattle from the Argentine and 
the United States were admitted to 
Britain. 

Another point emphasized is that 
while thin cattle are excluded, fat 
cattle are not only admitted but 
wanted, It is insisted as a matter 
of public policy that imported 
cattle must be fattened abroad. 
| That for the reason that the busi- 
ness of fattening imported cattle 
has not been largely developed in 
Britain and probably could not be, 
because of the limited amount of 
feed that can be produced. How- 
ever profitable it would be for 
Canadian cattle-growers if their 
stock could go from the pasture to 
British buyers who would finish 
them for market, that is apparently 
a condition of things‘it is useless 
to look for. If we are to sell cattle, 
or other things. in the British mar- 
ket we must cater to the wants of 
the market. As fat cattle are the 
only kind wanted or admitted, it 
must be fat cattle or none. 

What is perhaps not generally 
known is that the same restrictive 
regulations apply to pigs and 
sheep as to cattle; only those are 
admitted which are ready for 
slaughter, presumably for the same 


reasons, and with no more pro- 


spect of a change in policy. 

Much of the dissatisfaction that 
as arisen in Canada over the ex- 
clusion of cattle from Britain has 
been because this was done in a 
way that branded the cattle as dis- 
eased. This, the speaker claims, is 
due to an accident. The restrictive 
regulations are made under the 
Diseases of Animals Act, for the 
reason that this staute gives the 


authority more plainly than any, 
other measure, not because it is} 


claimed or supposed that the cattle 
excluded are not in a fit condition 
for use. There is in this explana. 
tion ground at least for hope that 
the British authorities could be got 
to base their regulations ypon 
some other act, which would not 
allow the inference that our cattle 
are excluded because diseased.

THE HUNGER STRIKE 


Vegreville Observer: 

The Lord Mayor of Cork, Terence 
MacSwiney, who is on a hunger strike 
in Brixton jail, London, England, is 
still living but we are told that he is 
getting gradually weaker which one 
would expect.

seem to think that ff he commits sui- 
cide by starvation the government 
is to blame for it. 

There are great poasikilities lying in 
this hunger strike business. For 
stance we suggested to our banker the 
other day that he loosen up to a con- 
siderable extent respecting our chronic 
overdraft; let us fatten it up a bit and 
have a real, man-sized overdraft. He 
callously refueed to consider the mat- 
ter in that light at all, at all. Then we 
threatened to go on a hunger strike 
until we got what we wanted and if in 
the process 'we ascended to Heaven or 
descended elsewhere as the case may 
be, our blood would be on his head. 
Still he remained obdureate but was 
finally struck by a bright idea of ‘hint- 
ing broadly that it would be more to 
the point if we pnt the overdraft on a 
hunger etrike until it vanished away. 
The matter is stil under advisement.
